Democratic choice in the primaries in 
Florida and North Carolina will very 
probably be ratified in the final elec- 
tion. The Republican nominees in 
Maine and Minnesota are likely to 
be found in senate seats, but no su-li 
certainty exists with reference to 
New Jersey where no matter how 
the three-cornered, race for the Re- 
publican nomination comes out there 
will still be a real fight in the elec- 
tions in the autumn, 


Iowa on Monday will decide as be-

Clara Ubele were in the outer offic- 
es when the robbers entered. 
The 


men said nothing to them, but point- 
ed toward the vault. 


One police squad car, in answering 


the alarm, crashed into a mail car- 
rier's auto, Both 
machines 
were 


wrecked. 


All of the men were .roughly dress- 


ed, and all were described as dark- 
complexioned. 


Tho bank, which operates under 


a state charter, is three miles from 
downtown in the western section of 
the city. Peterson is president and 
James C. Kragh, vice president. 


The bank was held up in March, 


192C, by one man who pointed, a gun 
at Cashier Frank. The man escaped 
with approximat-ly $1,500 in cur- 
rency.

STATESNJINT OUT 


Principle of Income Tax Ex- 


pected to Be Adopted More 
Generally

Washington—CPA)—Some of the 


states are seeking to induce the fed- 
eral government to releaso a part 
of the sources of revenue now held 
by It, according to reports from tax 
commissioners In various parts of 
the country. State officials complain 
that their expenditures to run the 
state governments have grown tre- 
mendously and that many 
states 


have found it imposlble to meet these 
expenses from their old sources of 
revenue. 
. Figures compiled by the industria.1 
conference board show expenses of 
all the state governments Increased 
from $383,000,000 in 1013 to $1,211,- 
000,000 In 1920, the latter figure be- 
ing measured In dollars of the same 
purchasing value as in 1913. 


The main source of revenue for the 


states has adways been the general 
property tax, but state officials are 
now seeking other sources. 
The 


income tax has been virtually ap- 
propriated 'by the 
federal govern- 


ment, tax commissioners say, but in 
spite of that fact 19 states now have 
an Income tax an* one other, Wash- 
ington, imposes such a tax on earn 
ings of financial institutions. 


TURN TO INCOME TAX 


Reports received here Indicate oth- 


er states, Including Kansas 
and 


Iowa, will give serious consideration 
to the passage of an Income tax law 
when their legislatures meet next 
January. In Illinois the legislature 
In special session Is now considering 
a constitution which, If passed and 
adopted by the voters in November, 
will permit an Income tax.

000 Js certainly as good a tax base 
a* the national wealth", said Mark 
Graven, state tax commissioner of 
New Tork. "Why, then, should the 
federal government with one-third of 
the aggregate governmental expendi- 
tures to meet, virtually appropriate 
that source of revenue, in addition 
to customs duties, of which it was a 
monoploly, to the excluions of the 
states which have to finance two- 
thirds of the cost t»f government In 
this country?"

VIEWING THE TREATY 


Admirals at Washington called be- 


fore the senate committee as experts 
are very gloomy about the London 
treaty regulating naval armament. 
They say it is a bad treaty because it 
does not give the United States real 
parity with Great Britain. Too many 
concessions were made to Britain. Our 
British friends, 
they intimate put 


something over on us. They are like- 
wise grieved by the concessions made 
to Japan in the three-power 
treaty. 


They do not see how we can 
defend 


our possessions in the Pacific. 


This testimony might worry Amer- 


. icans more except for the fact that pre- 
cisely the same complaints arc made in 
England and Japan. A formal protest 
has been signed by conservative mem- 
bers of the British house of commons 
demanding the rejection of the treaty 
because Britain has yielded too much 
to America and endangered the defense 
of the empire. There is bitter denun- 
ciation of the treaty in Tokyo by the 
opposition party, which insists that Ja- 
pan should have got a higher ratio of 
sea power. To the man in the street, 
in any of the countries concerned, these 
criticisms seem to cancel each other. 
For an expert and probably unbiassed 
American size-up of the treaty, we may 
turn to Frank Simonds, one cf 
our 


leading specialists on foreign affairs, 
who says, in a 
series of scholarly 


articles; 


Great Britain lias made a great and historic 


renunciation. In admitting parity on tho part 
of the American fleet, in the continental judg- 
ment, she has imitated the old Roman 
ex- 


ample, abandoning outlying provinces. 


Once for all, Britain lias abandoned to tho 


United States absolute control of the waters 
of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, within 
what may be described as Iho American 
sphere. As Home retired from Dacia, Britain 
has withdrawn from both Americas. Her le- 
Kions, which ore her ships, can no longer un- 
dertake to defend her old positions. 


If Britain has not actually abdicated, 


he holds, by yielding enough for that 
purpose, she has taken America as an 
equal partner in the naval policing of 
'the world. 
There is such a thing as 


having too near a view, too technical 
an understanding, of questions pertain- 
ing to armament to permit of wide 
perspective. 
The professional view- 


point may be too much occupied with 
details and niceties of all the factors 
that enter into theories of Avar, both of- 
fensive 
and 
defensive, to properly 


weigh the question in its broad as- 
pects. That seems to be the trouble with 
the divergent opinions of the London 
treaty expressed by naval authorities 
and others in England, Japan and the 
United States. They do not agree for 
the simple reason that they look at the 
subject from different angles. It is the 
part of statesmanship to reconcile 
these differences so far as possible, and 
that is what has been done by the par- 
ticipants in the negotiations at Lon- 
don. 
The popular view is that they 


have done a good job within the limi- 
tations imposed upon them.

THE LEGION'S WORK 


If you are inclined to think that the 


American Legion is simply a social or- 
ganization in which former army men 
get together to talk over old times, 
hold conventions and dabble in poli- 
tics, it might open your eyes to look 
into things a bit and examine some of 
the jobs that the legion undertakes on 
the side. In the village of Otter Lake, 
Mich., the Michigan department of the 
legion is quietly and faithfully 
going 


ahead with a task that never gets a 
great deal of publicity but that pro- 
vides, all by itself, a thoroughgoing 
answer to all of the critics of the 
legion. At Otter Lake the 
Michigan 


Legionaires have built a modern hos- 
pital and a group of cottages, on a 97 
acre tract of land in pleasant, rolling 
country. This, institution they call the 
"Children's Billet." It is Ifome for some 
80 children, who otherwise would be 
having a pretty tough time of it in this 
world. 


Some of these children are orphans 


—children whose fathers, war veter- 
ans, and mothers are dead. Others are 
the children of veterans who have run 
into hard luck. Perhaps the father was 
left a cripple by the war. Perhaps he 
has contracted tuberculosis or some 
other disease that has ended his career 
as a bread winner. 
The mother, in 


some cases, is dead; in other cases, 
the father is dead and the, mother is 
left with children she cannot support. 
The Michigan Legionaires make it 
their business lo look out for such 
children. 
When they find them they 


bring them to Otter Lake. 
There the 


youngsters arc 
given homes. 
The 


dreary, soul-killing air of the ordinary 
"orphan asylum'' is missing. Instead 
the children arc made to feel that they 
are loved. They have good, homelike 
rooms to sleep in. They have good 
food, expert medical attention, broad 
fields where they can play and scamper 
about and build up their bodies. 


If one or both parents are alive the 


legion does what it can to make it pos- 
sible for a normal home life to be re- 
sumed. Where the father or mother is 
entitled to a pension the legion sees to 
it that the pension is paid. If hospitali- 
zation is needed, it is obtained. If it is 
a job that is needed, the legion docs its 
best to supply one. Wherever it is pos- 
sible things are arranged so that the 
children's stay at Otter Lake can be 
short. 
But where both parents are 


dead, or the home for any other reason 
is hopelessly shattered—then the le- 
gion sets itself to give the children a 
break throughout childhood. 


The Otter Lake Billet is an inspiring 


place to visit. It is an inspiring place 
to read about. It is one of the finest 
things that any organization in Amer- 
ica is doing. You might keep it in mind 
the next time you are tempted to think 
that the legion is just another social or 
political organization.

THE SONG OF THE PEEWEE is 


HEARD HERE AND THERE. 
In the discussion of tonsiilectomy 


here recently we touched- on some 
of tho more glaring abuses in that 
field, of surgery and some of the 
hazards involved. In that particular 
article nothing was said, about the 
surgical removal of tonsils by a com- 
petent physician or specialist. Lest 
the reader infer that such an opera- 
tion is not necessary I beg to point 
out there aro seven different courses 
to choose from, in any case of etv 
larged tonsils (with or without ade> 
noids) or infected (diseased) tonsils, 
briefly as follows: 


1. Surgical removal under local or 


general anesthesia. This is known 
as tonsillectoiny. 


2. Diathermy extirpation, other- 


wise termed electro-coagulation, el- 
ectro-desiccation, 
or 
endothermy. 


This method in .skilled1 hands may re- 
quire no anesthetic. 


3. Radium emanation, known as 


radon seed implantation. This meth- 
od brings about slow shrinkage ol 
lymphoid (tonsil or adenoid) tissue, 
but for some Inscrutable reason i 
as yet little used. 


4. X-ray treatments. This method 


has given considerable satisfaction 
in some cases, tho the chance ot 
X-ray burn, and certain other acci- 
dental 
untoward effects, 
makes 


many physicians hesitate to use it. 


5. Topical 
treatment, 
that 


chemical or medical applications to 
the tonsils or other crypts by the 
physician in his office. This method 
is preferred by not a few of the best 
physicians who have had much ex 
pericnco with such casea. 


6. Natural treatment — a diet to 


sure adequate Vitamin A, exposure 
to ultraviolet light (preferably sun- 
light, but various lamps where one 
can't afford sunshine), and open air 
life. This method is effective in many 
cases of enlarged tonsils and ade- 
noids in young children. 


7. Neglect. This method appeals 


to Scotchmen and genuine New Eng- 
land Yankees, if the package bears 
tho label "Ethical Philosophy" or 
some such name. 


1 have recommended diathermy 


extirpation here as a happy alterna- 
tive for those adults who cannot or 
will not undergo tonsillcclomy, be- 
cause I know that diathermy in com- 
petent hands is as effective as sur- 
gery in competent hands, and dia- 
thermy 
is minus the 
hazards of 


hemorrhage, general anesthesia and 
post-operative infection of the lung. 


These "hazards of surgical tonsii- 


lectomy are unpleasant to mention, 
but it is my duly to mention them 
in order to present the matter fairly 
to readers for their own best inter- 
est. 


Surgical tonsiilectomy, 
neverthe- 


less, is the best method of treatment 
in the majority of cases of enlarged 
or infected tonsils in young children, 
at least where X-ray treatment Is 
not a\'ailable or not desired. 


Here I remind lay and medical 


readers of the findings of Welch, 
who studied 1,000 tonsils that had 
been removed in a clinic or dispen- 
sary in a mid-western city, and found 
that 710 of them (71%) had never 
been 
seriously affected. I 
think 


Welch's figures fairly represent the 
tonsiilectomy scandal as it was at 
the timp he reported his investiga- 
tion (1917); and I believe the ever- 
ready wholesale operators and the 
born specialists have shown some 
inclination 
toward 
conservatism 


since then. Our campaign will con- 
tinue as long as the tonsiilectomy 
acandal Is tolerated by American 
medicine.

What to Do for Nosebleed. 


Please tell us bow to deal with 


nosebleed, especially where it is a 
repeated occurence and considerable 
blood is lost.

Answer. — In ordinary nosebleed 


tho person should sit leaning for- 
ward slightly, head bent forward 
moderately, and hold both nostrils 
closed between his thumb and fin- 
ger and breathe thru the rnouth 
until the bleeding stops. Then he 
should avoid blowing tho nose until 
an hour has passed. Anything cold 
on the back of the nock tends to 
stop nosebleed. Where tho bleeding 
is frequent, the physician should be 
visited, and the bleeding point, iisu- 
ally on the septum within the nose, 
found and cauterized.

But the 
bookstore where

field used to browse remains a Vil- 
lage landmark and its proprietor, 
Charles S. Pratt, a character of 
that storied1 neighborhood. 


MASEFIELD CONTEMPORARY 
Pratt has been there 40 years .and

Masefield 
has

somewhere that he bought books in 
his shop, Pratt docs not remember

for the bar-room bouncer was

There wore other customers mak-

Paris — Wholesale faking ot fam- 


ous pictures perpetrated by 
Paul 


Cazot, former house painter, 
and 


Jean Charles Millet, grandson of the 
celebrated Jean Francois Millet, has 
caused much merriment to art circles 
here and will live as another warn- 
ing to wealthy collectors, who go in 
for names at the best market price. 


The chief sufferi of the swindle 


which is believed to involve hundreds 
of canvases are those who bought the 
pictures bearing famous signatures. 
Many of these have gone to the Unit- 
ed States and England and it will 
take a long time to determine which 
pictures are genuine and which are 
merely clever fakes. 


Reputable art dealers are unper- 


turbed because they say the fakes 
could not have been passed through 
their hands. 
Obscure artists are 


amused, if not Jubilant, because they 
say the test of art is the picture and 
not the name. 


Certain it is that Cazot did his 


faking so well that he revealed him- 
self as a really remarkable artist. 
"When the market was saturated with 
Millets, he branched out into 
the 


landscapes of Cezanne, pastoral Cor- 
ots, Monet cathedrals and Degas bal- 
lerines, showing an uncanny talent. 
With his new "art" he could dash 
off an imitation of a canvas that 
had taken the original master weeks 
or months to complete. To make the 
even more authentic, he soaked the 
canvases with chemicals impregnated 
with dust that gave them an appear- 
ance of venerable age. 


SOLD TO WEALTH!* 


FOREIGNERS 


But where are all the faked pic- 


tures? Many 
have brought hand- 


some sums and experts now believe 
that they are hanging in homes or 
included in private 
collections of 


wealthy collectors, chiefly foreign- 
ers. 


The production of the copies of 


paintings by Millet and other cele- 
grated artists, which were sold as 
originals, had been going on for 
over six years. Charles Millet, like 


Bruce McCoy, co-publisher of the 


Sparta Herald and the Wilton Her- 
ald, will join the staff of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin school of journal- 
ism next year. He has been engaged 
in similar work at the University of 
Minnesota for the past two years.

here at the 142nd general assembly 
of the Presbyterian chuj-ch who see 
in a decision just 
made to permit 


election of women as elders, the re- 
lease of a new strengthening force. 


At the same time that the Presby- 


teries voted to permit feminine rep- 
resentation among the ruling elders, 
they turned down 
proposals that 


women be permitted to enter the 
ministry and that they be allowed 
to serve as local evangelists. 


But by removing the one sex bar- 


rier, the church opened to its women 
members the prospect 
of a share in 


its government, 
with the eventual 


possibility even that there might one 
day be a feminine moderator, hold- 
ing the highest office the denomina- 
tion affords. 


MUST ELECT LEADERS 


First, however, there must be elec- 


tion of women elders and 
church 


leaders are interested 
in seeing 


whether there will be a sprinkling of 
feminine representation in the next 
general assembly. The enthusiasm of 
New York Presbyteries 
for admit- 


tance of women to a share of rule 
leads to the expectation 
that the 


first new elders will come from that 
state.

Washington—An investigation \vill 


be made by the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, Department of the Interior, 
to determine whether or not Wiscon- 
sin is entitled to about 106,000 acres 
of swamp lands within Indian res- 
ervations in the state. 


President Hoover has sent to con- 


gress a request for an appropriation 
for $26,500 to maJce the examination 
during the fiscal year 1931, which 
begins July 1, 1930. 


Under a federal law of 1850, title 


to certain swamp lands is given to 
the states, particularly where lakes 
recede and leave swamp lands pre- 
viously covered by water. Wisconsin 
has presented i , claim to 43,775.78 
acres of such lands in the Menom- 
inee, Lac du Flambeau and Bad Riv- 
er or LaPointe reservations. 


The secretary of 
the 
interior 


says that there is a possibility that 
Wisconsin will lay claim to addition- 
al lands which will bring the total to 
'106,000 acres. 


"The situation that presents itself 


is regarded as serious from 
the 


standpoint of the Indians," says the 
letter from J. Clawson Roop, director 
of the budget, which accompanied 
the president's letter, "and it is for 
the protection of their interests that 
the appropriation for an examination 
of the lands Is desired."

A year ago with call money rates 


at 10 to 15 per cent, corporations 
and private individuals were attract 
ed to the call loan market by the 
high rates. They loaned huge sums 
in that way. Today with call money 
at 3 per cent they have withdrawn 
from call loans and are seeking oth- 
er forms of investment. High-grade 
bonds and preferred stocks offer the 
best yields. The return on the more 
desirable common stocks is consider 
ably lower than that on good bonds 
or on the best preferred issues. For 
instance, the yield on 50 industrial 
common stocks is now 4.3 per cent. 
The yield on good utility common 
stocks averages 2.4 per cent, where- 
as the yield on ' high-grade utility 
bonds is 4.6 per cent. 


A group of 100 common stocks of 


all classes shows an average yield 
of 3.9 per cent whereas a group of 
CO sound investment bonds is 4.5 
per cent.

The buyer of sound bonds today 


gets a bargain in more ways than 
one. 
Not only does he stand a good 


chance of having his capital appre- 
ciate with rising bond prices, but 
lie invests in securities which now 
have a far higher margin of protec- 
tion than they had five yeara ago. 
Corporations have built up huge re- 
serves and surpluses out of earnings. 
This gives protection against 
de- 


clining earnings and assurance of 
continued interest payments even in 
the event of an earnings' decline of 
major proportions. 
While no one 


expects such a catastrophe. Intrin- 
sic values are the first things to be 
considered 
in 
Investments. 
Good 


bonds today are backed up by 
enormously increased assets and re- 
serves. Financing of corporations 
in the past few years has been most- 
ly by means of stock issues.

during the spring and the question now uppermost is, when will it come 


In the last analysis the answer rests with the consuming power cf the 


people. The entire business organism depends for stimulus upon retail 
sales. When consumption has absorbed whatever surplus goods that exist 
and demand begins to give Impetus to the wheels of industry, revival will 
be on the way. 


This time should not be far distant. America is a nation of 120,000,000 


people with living standards higher than any country in the world. The 
result is the consumption of goods in immense volume, even allowing for 
some measure of retrenchment and unemployment. 


At present consumption has not fallen back so far as production. The 


use of innumerable commodities and wear and tear on such things as 
automobiles and tires means increased production later on. 


Retail trade, as measured by department stores sales In the United 


States for the two months of March and April combined, was only 2 per 
cent below the same months of 1929. April's sales alone were larger than 
last year due to the Easter trade. 


Retail sales seem likely to show some improvement over the months 


ahead with gains in employment. This is coming about through the In- 
crease in building and road construction and in farm work. Large projects 
are being encouraged by the lowest money rates in years. 


General business has been declining since late last summer. Its drop 


was made more pronounced by the stock market crash in October and No- 
vember. In the past even the most serious trade recessions have seldom, 
if ever, lasted more than one year. There la every reason to believe 
that a solid groundwork is being laid for business revival later in the year, 
probably in early autumn.
